Columbus, N. M., May 30.—Despite 
reports that the American expedition­ 
ary column is to be withdrawn from 
Mexico, General Pershing has given 
orders to the authorities here to begin 
restoring an old graded road running 
from Palomas, on the Mexican side 
to a point near Dublin. 
This road 
bed was surveyed a number of years 
ago for a projected railroad to the 
Mormon colonies in the state of Chi­ 
huahua. 
During the past few' days several 
road building trackers have been un­ 
loaded at Columbus, and were im­

Work on the project will be pushed 
as rapidly as possible so as to be 
completed before the advent of the 
rainy season. 


Washington, May 
30. — President 
Wilson, speaking today at the Memo­ 
rial day services in Arlington ceme­ 
tery, summoned solemnly all the men 
iii the United States to set their pur­ 
poses in accord 
with 
the 
spirit of 
America, and gave warning that men 
from other lands who do not think of 
America first must be cast out. 
The president 
said 
that America 
will not consent to aggression. “We 
are not only ready to co-operate, but 
to fight against aggression,” said the 
president. “We are ready to fight for 
our rights when they are coincident 
with the rights of mankind.” 
“America does not wrant more ter­ 
ritory, but she does want other na­ 
tions to respect what she stands for,” 
said the president. 
He declared that the United States 
fir ready to become a partner to an 
alliance with all 
nations 
to uphold 
human rights and to reply 
to pub­ 
lished criticisms to such a policy. He 
declared that, like George Washing­ 
ton, he would never 
consent 
to an 
entangling 
alliance, 
but 
that 
he 
would consent 
to 
an disentangling 
alliance. 
The president referred to the army 
reorganization 
bill, recently passed 
by congress, and 
declared 
that he 
had placed before the business men I 
of the country the question of wheth­ 
er they will allow their employes to 
volunteer in the service of the gov­ 
ernment. It is time for young men to 
get ready to volunteer, he said. 
“Are you business 
men 
ready to 
give young men in your employ free­ 
dom to volunteer?” he asked. 
“All 
men say wre should prepare. Are the 
business men ready? I have no doubt 
as to ho w'these questions will be 
answ'ered.” 
The president said 
that America 
does not want anything but the com­ 
pulsion of the spirit of America. 


Washington, May 30.—Col. John S. 
Mosby, the Confederate raider of the 
I ivil war, died here today, aged 83 
years. 
I ok Mosby dared death over fity 
years ago, when, at the head of a band 
of a few hundred Confederate raid­ 
ers, he rode up and down the Shenan­ 
doah Valley, capturing outposts, de­ 
stroying supply trains, and cutting off 
means of communication. It has been 
estimated that he often neutralized 
the force of over 15,000 federals in 
the valley. 
General Grant later saved Mosby 
from hanging, and two foes of the 
battlefield became staunch 
friends. 
Mosby stumped the state of Virginia 
for Grant during his presidential cam­ 
paign, and w'as rew'ardeJ with an ap­ 
pointment as consul at Hong Kong, a 
post which he held for seven years. 
When he returned 
to 
the 
Unitea 
States, Mosby called on the surviving 
members of his rangers and, to his 
astonishment, he found that a larga 
percentage of them had become min­ 
isters. 
Tn parting their old colonel 
said: 
“Well, boys, if you fight the devil 
like you fought the Yankees, there 
will be something to record on Judg­ 
ment Day.” 
He next became special land agent 
for the government in Colorado, and 
from 1904 to 1910 he was an attorney 
in the department of justice. 
The 
closing years of his life w'ere spent 
in lecturing and authorship. His home 
lay across the Potomac, at W arren­ 
ton, Va., but he was often seen in 
Washington, 
his 
white 
hair, 
and 
strong Roman features making him 
a picturesque figure on the streets or 
lecture platform. 
He 
has 
written 
“Mosby's War Reminisc 
“The 
Dawn 
of 
the 
Real 
South,” 
and 
“Stuart's 
Cavalry 
Campaign.” 
Ho 
was also known as a Greek scholar. 
“My military creed,” he once declar­ 
ed. “is that it is better to make a 
good run than a bad stand.”

( ity Point, which is not far beyond, 
presents a peculiar picture 
of 
the 
modern life which has crept into this 
country. 
’Ibis was just an ordinary 
plantation landing only a short time 
ago, then came the DuPonts with a 
plan to build a big powder plant at 
Hopewell, a few 
miles 
away. 
The 
plant was erected and a city has been 
built, so that the little wharf of a 
few feet has been extended to several 
hundred anil more time was taken for 
the loading and unloading than at all 
the other 
landings 
combined. 
The 
Hopewell newsboy was on the wharf 
with copies of the last edition, with 
full press dispatches, the 
first 
big 
headlines calling attention to the fact 
that half the citizens, more or less, 
were before the grand jury. Hopewell 
has no city government, it is yet too 
new; so whatever law there is must 
be administered by the state.

The Appomattox river empties into it 
at City Point and some miles beyond 
Pickett’s Landing is seen what ap­ 
pears to be the mouth 
of 
another 
large river. 
The steamer turns into 
this and w'e find a crooked stream, 
with high banks, which indicate that 
they have been dug out years ago, 
cypress growing from 
the 
w ater’s 
edge and laurel covering the banks. 
We find this is Dutch 
Gap 
canal, 
which cuts off seven miles of the 
river route. 
This canal was com­ 
menced during the war by a federal 
force under General Butler. 
It 
was 
not then finished, but was later finish­ 
ed, for commercial purposes. 
When the 
James river is 
again 
reached, a few miles below Richmond, 
we find it still smaller than when we 
left it. 
The river is not navigable 
above Richmond, as 
almost 
within 
sight of the wharf are some rocky 
’•apids which are impassible for even 
-mall boats. 
Anywhere from six to 
aine o’clock, according to the time of 
year and the speed of the boat, the 
lights of Richmond will be seen and 
(bout a half hour later the steamer 
will dock and 
heir hotels within less than a half 
hour, or, should they so desire, can 
emain on the steamer and return to 
Ald Point or Norfolk the next day.

The fine old estate w'as 
et tied in 1725 and given the name of 
the Indian chief.

While Richmond is

>cean, the rise and fall of the tide is 
between three and four feet. 
Richmond is such a wonderful city 
n its historic associations that is is 
difficult to know where to begin to 
my anything about it. 
One expects 
0 be, and feels that he is, in the 
•enter of the south when he reaches 
he city, which was the capital of the 
’onfederacy. 
It retains much of the 
>ld southern look, and yet it is filled 
vith all that is progressive as fully 
is any city of the north. The strang­ 
er who has made no study of tho city 
nd its history hardly expects to find 
ach a city as this, with a population 
twTo-t birds as large as that of the 
•rational capital. 
With all its modern 
>rogre s, fortunately the city lias re­ 
lined many of the old homes, state- 
\ iii their grandeur, 
wonderful

gardens. 
The

The presence of the psylla in in­ 
jurious numbers upon a tree is usual­ 
ly indicated by an abundance of a 
waterish, sticky liquid, called honey 
dew, which may be first detected dur­ 
ing the latter part of May or early in 
June at the axils of the leaves and 
fruits. 
This liquid later becomes cov­ 
ered with a black mold, which gives 
the trees a blackish unsightly appear­ 
ance. 
Certain ants and flies are very 
fond of the honey dew, and are often 
attracted by it in numbers to infested 
trees. 
The presence of these insects 
upon a pear tree should arouse the 
suspicions of a careful, observing or­ 
chardist. 
The adult psylla is an active four- 
winged insect, measuring about one- 
tenth of an Inch in length. 
They ap­ 
pear early in the spring and deposit 
their eggs in protected places in the 
bark. 
The eggs hatch in a few days 
and the little larvae or nymphs at 
once commence to suck the juices 
from the young leaves and twigs.

is In the axils of the leaves and at 
the base of the fruit stems. 
W ithin 
two or three days after hatching they 
cover themselves with honey dew 
which finally becomes so abundant as 
to disfigure leaves and fruits. 
The 
whole tree assumes a stunted, un* 
healthy appearance. 
As a result the 
fruit crop is greatly lessened and in 
some cases trees have been killed. 
The young nymphs are most easily 
reached when the leaves ar© unfolding 
in the spring. As soon as found spray 
the trees thoroughly with kerosene 
emulsion, diluted with about ten parts 
of water or with a solution of whale- 
oil soap, one pound to four or six gal­ 
lons of water, or with a nicotine prep­ 
aration 
easily 
made. 
The 
secret 
of success in fighting this insect is 
early and thorough spraying. 
It may 
be necessary to make two or three 
applications at intervals of three or 
four days to successfully control the 
pest.

lf Properly Mixed and Put In W ith

SWINE REQUIRES SOtot GRAIN 


Expert at University Farm Gives Re- 
suits of Three Tests of Feeding 
Corn to Hogs. 


Can you afford to feed grain to your 
bogs this summer? 
R. C. Ashby, in charge of swine at 
University farm, St. Paul, says you 
cannot afford to grow them without 
grain. 
He gives the results of three 
tests of feeding corn to hogs on rape 
pasture to prove his claim. 
Six 50-pound pigs were put in each 
of three lots, about a quarter of an 
acre in size, on rape pasture. The pigs 
in the first lot were fed a half ration 
— 2 per cent of corn; that Is, two 
pounds of corn for every one hundred 
pounds of live weight. 
Those in the 
second lot were fed three pounds of 
corn for every one hundred pounds of 
Pig; that is 3 per cent. 
The pigs iii 
the third lot were fed a full ration, 4 
per cent of corn. 
The pigs were on 
good rape pasture eleven weeks— from 
Ju ly IO to September 26. Their gains 
were counted as wTorth 7 cents a pound 
and corn was charged at 55 coats a 
bushel. 
The returns paid for the rape pas­ 
ture an acre w*ere: Lot No. I, $52.80; 
lot No. 2, $66.72; lot No. 3, $65.60. 
If 
the corn is figured at 75 cents a bush­ 
el, the balance for the pasture on the 
three lots would be $43.16, $51.36 and 
$45.60, respectively. 
Without the feeding of grain, the 
pigs would have gained little, Mr. 
Ashby says. Rape may be expected to 
pay $50 an acre as pasture only with 
the proper feeding of grain.

Millions of 
Dollars Worth of Fruit in Every 
State in Union. 


The codling moth is one of the 
tvorst of orchard pests, and destroys 
tw*o million dollars worth or more of 
fruit throughout every state of the 
Union. 
Early in the spring the moth, a 
brownish gray 
insect

fourths inch over wings, emerges from 
a cocoon of yellowish silk about one- 
half inch long which has been hidden 
in the crevices of the tree’s bark, and 
lays 50 or more white eggs on leaves 
and apples.

Loss Than Is Realized— Hunt Him 
Out and K ill Him. 


The working of the white grub in 
newly set strawberry fields annually 
causes much loss, much more, per­ 
haps, than is commonly realized. Va­ 
cancies hero and there amount to 
quit© a little sometimes, when taken 
in the aggregate. 
The more intensive the culture and 
higher the prices prevailing, the great­ 
er the loss in money. 
The grub begins his work as soon 
as the plants are ret and continues 
his operations throughout the Ufo of 
the plantation. 
As this strawberry pest w'orks on 
the roots of the plants only, there is 
no chance to reach his case with 
arsenites. 
The only thing to do is to 
hunt him out and kill him. 
If a plant appears to be wilting or 
out of condition, not keeping up with 
its fellows, nine chances in ten a grub 
will be feeding on its roots.

Useful 
In Pasturing Off 
W eeds In Standing Corn. 


two ways—in the amount of pasturage 
required and in tho amount of winter 
feed needed. 
In Missouri, Illinois, Kentucky, In­ 
diana and Ohio, wherever there 1s 
bluegrass, sheep should be run. These 
regions 
are 
peculiarly 
adapted 
to 
sheep growing in connection with gen­ 
eral farming. 
The grass comes early 
in the spring and lingers until very 
late in the fall. 
In about three years 
out of every five the pasturage is such 
that the sheep can take pretty good 
care of themselves until well along in­ 
to the winter. 
With a pasture of this 
sort and a cornfield full of soy beans 
or cowpeas the problem of sheep feed­ 
ing pretty nearly solves itself. 
In this way the sheep-feeding season 
is greatly shortened and the feeding 
cost is cut down to a point whore it 
amounts to very little. 
While you are

the silage and tile cake to the cattle, 
the sheep are managing to get along 
with very little expense to their owner.

SELF-FEEOER IS PROFITABLE 


Experiment 
Made at 
Nebraska 
E x­ 
periment Station Show s Method 
to Be Practicable. 
Shoos Mitintuj for bo al Courtney's. 
That the self-feeder is practicable 
for lambs is shown by the results of 
an experiment that has just closed at 
the 
Nebraska 
experiment 
station. 
Twenty-eight lambs fed for 40 days by 
the self-feeder method made an aver­ 
age daily gain pf half a pound a head 
at a cost of $7.3I for each ICO pounds 
of gain. 
The net profit per head was 
$1.45. 
Pea-size oil meal and prairie 
hay w’ere kept before the lambs con­ 
stantly from the beginning of the test. 
Corn was added the third day, and 
gradually increased from that time. 
At the close of the third week the 
lambs 
were 
consuming 
about two 
pounds of corn and one-half pound of 
oil meal per head daily. 
At the end of the experiment they 
were consuming one-half pound more 
of corn a day and the same amount of 
oil meal. The average daily consump­ 
tion of prairie hay per lamb was one- 
half pound. 
Corn was valued at CO 
cents a bushel, oil meal at $40 a ton 
and prairie hay at $9 a ton.

homa & Gulf railroad 
will 
consum­ 
mate a deal whereby it will use the 
tracks of the 
Missouri, .K ansas 
& 
Texas railroad into Joplin. 
This was 
told by the M., O. & G. committee of 
the Commercial club at a conference 
with William Kenefick, president of 
the M„ O. Ac G. line. 
“If enough money can be raised,” 
said Kenefick, “we propose to extend 
our line from Miami, Ok., through 
Commerce, thence to Picher and Bax­ 
ter Springs and thence 
to 
Playter, 
where we would connect with the M., 
K. Ac T. and come on into Joplip. 
“By this method we would have a 
belt line 
from 
Miami 
to 
Baxter 
Springs that would prove invaluable 
in shipping from Joplin to many of 
the mining towns on this route. 
We 
would be saved the expense 
of 
a 
bridge over Spring river, for there is 
already a substantial one there.” 
Kenefick is in favor 
of 
retaining 
the line for Joplin. The other receiv­ 
ers are not. 
They wTant to build on 
north from the present tracks and go 
to Picher, thence to Columbus and 
Pittsburg, Kas., and then into Kansas 
City. 
Columbus and Pittsburg are work­ 
ing bard to get the line this way. 
Columbus has offered $5,000 and right- 
of-way, and Pittsburg has promised 
$30,000 and right of way as induce 
ments. 
W. G. Humphreys, traffic superin­ 
tendent of the M., O. & G. at Musko­ 
gee, said that a deal probably would 
be closed in a fewT days for tile use of 
the M., K. & T. tracks.
